T here is reason to lielieve th a t unless 
the su ltan w ithin the n e x t ten days 
show s a defernce, of w hich a t present 
he is little suspected, 
very decisive 
steps will be u ndertaken In the nam e 
of the Joint powers. In th is connection 
T he N ovoevrem ya, of St. Petersburg,
